Sinn Fein’s Reply. 


Sinn Fein’s reply to his letter of the 
26th August is now in the Prime Minister's 
hands. The text is not yet published, 
but we may hope that on this occasion 
Dail Eireann meang business. Mr. Lloyd 
George's last letter was a plain warning 
that the British Cabinet, like the vast 
majority of Englishmen and Irishmen, was 
getting tired of the dreary reiteration of 
abstract principles. It said: “ We cannot 
prolong a mere exchange of notes. It is 
essential that some definite and immediate 
progress should be made towards a basis 
upon .which further negotiations can use- 
fully proceed.” The letter concluded by 
inviting Mr. de Valera and his colleagues 
to further conference. We learn to-day 
that a meeting of the Cabinet has been 
summoned for next Wednesday at Inver- 
ness. A Cabinet meeting in Scotland sug- 
gests urgency ; and, although other pressing 
matters, such as the rates crisis in the 
London boroughs, may come under dis- 
cussion, it is probable that the Sinn Fein 
despatch will be the chief topic. We 
must infer, therefore, that its contents 
are important. Two assumptions are 
possible. One of them—that the despatch 
is of such a nature as to imperil the 
truce—we shall not entertain. The Sinn 
Fein leaders have shown hitherto a sad 
lack of practical statesmanship, but we 
refuse to believe that they would gamble 
so lightly with the nation’s most vital 
interests. The other assumption is that 
Dail Eireann accepts—probably under 
conditions—the Prime Minister's invita- 
tion to further conference. If it has 
accepted the invitation, it has shown 
wisdom. The best friends of Ireland's 
peace to-day are those who resist illusions 
and try to keep Mer in touch with facts. 
The outstanding facts are four in number. 
The first is that England has made to Ire- 
land an offer of u alleled and almost 
reckless generosity ; the second, that tha 
country, as a whole, is anxious to accept 
this offer; the third, that Dail Hireann 
has refused hitherto to come seriously to 
grips with it; and the fourth, that it 
cannot, remain open indefinitely. The 
offer represents England’s last word. It 
cannot be enlarged. There is, indeed, a 
growing feeling in Great Britain that it is 
tom large already; and Irish Unionists, 


overeign?’’ The whole country awaits 
he publication of their latest letter in the 
hope that it says “Yes.” 


Budgets of Bankruptcy. 


Just a year ago the International 
Financial Conference was held at Brussels, 
under the asispices of the League of 
Nations. Its personnel included some of 
the shrewdest brains in Europe and the 
purpose of its deliberations was the 
analysis of world conditions in economics 
and finance. After a long session the 
Conference issued a report which embodied 
& series of recommendations to the various 
Governments of Europe. In the first 
place, it insisted that public revenue and 
expenditure shculd be made to balance in 
every instance. This, of course, was a 
counsel of perfection, but it was recorded 
as the ideal towards which the nations 
should strive. In the next place, the Con- 
ference urged the abolition of all sub- 
sidies, with special reference to those for 
railway and postal services and the 
cheapening of food prices. It called also 
Tor a halt in the general inflation of credit 
and currency, and, finally, recommended 
that trade should be set free from 
restrictions of every kind. Twelve months 
have passed since the Financial Conference 
made its recommendations, and a review 
of the present conditions in Europe shows 
that little heed has been. paid to them. 
Britain, indeed, has balanced her 
Budget on paper, but probably will be 
forced to borrow again. She has got rid 
of control altogether and has tried to make 
the Post Office pay its way at the expense 
of the taxpayer. Her note circulation has 
been deflated to a certain extent, but, on 
the other hand, her floating debt has been 
increased during the year by some hundred 
millions sterling. Finally, she has 
abolished most of the war-time restric- 
tions on trade and commerce—a step 
forward which has been counteracted very 
effectively by the introduction of the 
egregious Safeguarding of Industries Bill. 
Feeble as Britain's efforts have been, 
the efforts of France, Italy, Germany, and 
Austria have been almost negligible. 
France, it is true, has contrived to juggle 
her revenue and expenditure into a state 
of illusory equilibrium, but she is borrow- 
ing openly to meet even recurrent dis- 
bursements. Italy has a deficit of 
5,000,000,000 lire on her current Budget+ 
Germany, quite apart from her re- 
parations liabilities, has a deficit of 
55,000,000,000 marks; and unhappy 
Austria’s deficit amounts to 20,000,000,000 
kronen. Much of this hopeless finance 
is due to the subsidy evil. In France the 
posts, telegraphs, telephones, and rail- 
ways are being conducted at a heavy loss 
to the State. In Italy sugar and cereals 
have been set -free, but Government 
control is still widespread and many of 
the public services are losing money. In 
Germany the posts and railways cost the 
State an annual deficit of 19,000,000,000 
marks, while in Austria food subsidies

Sir Ernest Swifte. 


It is hard to part with old friends, and 
Sir Ernest Swifte, K.C., whoretired yester- 
day, is a very old friend of the people of 
Dublin. For the long period of thirty- 
one years he has served the public as a 
stipendiary magistrate, and his name is a 
household word in the city. A sound 
lawyer and a shrewd judge of character, 
he had few equais on the Bench. Long 
experience has enabled him to get to the 
facts of a case with remarkable speed, an. 
he could dispose of an extraordinary 
amount of business during the 
forenoon ; but he never sacrificed justice 
to speed. He held the scales evenly, and 
the poorest litigant always could rest 
assured that his case would not be decided 
until all the evidence had been weighed 
carefully. Sir Ernest Swifte 
a fine sense of proportion and the punish- 
ment which he inflicted always fitted the 
offence. Throughout his career his great 
aim was to prevent the commission 
crime and he 
every alteration in the law which was 
made with that object. For the young 
person who had drifted into evil ways 
he had the deepest compassion. His 
duties gave him peculiar facilities for 
seeing the seamy side of life in Dublin, 
and every agency which existed for the 
alleviation of genuine distress and the im- 
provement of the poor’s conditions had in 
him a warm supporter. We hope that Sir 
Ernest Swifte will be long spared to enjoy 
the leisure which he has earned so well.

RAT PEST MENACE. 

The Sanitary Inspectors’ Association Confer- 
ence was continued yesterday at Bath, when 
various subjecis were discussed relating to the 
work of Sanitary inspectors. 

Mr. Robert Lowe, of Khyl, Chairman of the 
General Council, insisted on the necessity for a 
high standard of education and training for 
those engaged in inspectors’ duties, and an im- 
proved system of examination for those desiring 
to enter the profession. 

Smoke and effluvian nuisances and their 
cause and remedy were dealt with by Mr. J. 
Jenkinson, of Burton-on-Trent, who argued 
that there was no necessity for the smoke- 
laden atmosphere which existed in industrial 
communities. Our system of not consuming 
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That, we think, is indisputable 
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smoke was uneconomic and deleterious to 
health. He did not agree with the Sheffield 
yang. “No smoke, no steel,” and he quoted 
Dr. Saleeby for the statement that Pittsburg 
in America, which was formerly known as 
“Hell with the lid off,” was now as clean as 


alone are so enormous that the very idea 
of balancing a Budget is absurd. In 
regard to currency and credit, while the 
general level of prices has fallen very con- 
siderably within the last twelve months, 
neither France nor Italy has tried to 
reduce her note circulation or advances 
to the State to any appreciable degree. 
Germany has increased her paper currency 
enormously during the period and has 
added no less than 75,000,000,000 marks to 
her floating debt. Austria’s currency, of 
course, would be a joke if it were not a 
tragedy. The fact that to-day you can 
buy more than 3,000 Austrian kronen for 
a pound speaks for itself. Furthermore, 
none of the countries which we have men- 
tioned has struck off the shackles from 
trade. Throughout the Continent tariff 
walls have been erected, and the channels 
of commercial intercourse have been clogged 
at every corner. 

“Figures,’’ said Goethe, “may not 
govern the world, but certainly they show 
how it is being governed’’; and, if those 
which we have quoted are any criterion, 
it is being governed very badly. The 
nations of Europe are trying to maintain 
pre-war standards of living and to blind 
themselves to the fact that the day of 
reckoning cannot be postponed for ever. 
The war destroyed the accumulated capital 
of half a century in Europe, and probably 
another fifty years must elapse before the 
prosperity of 1913-14 can be attained 
again. Yet most of the Governments 
are spending and living as if there had 
been no war. Instead of accustoming 
themselves to lower standards, they are 
demanding higher standards, with the 
result that the ratio between supply and 
demand has become quite artificial, money 
has ceased to have any real meaning, and 
the whole economy of Europe has been 
thrown completely out of gear. A stage 
has been reached beyond which further 
indulgence is impossible without collapse. 
The, limit of taxation has been reached 
almost everywhere. Famine has reared its 
loathsome head above the waters of the 
Volga, and the approach of winter is 
causing grave anxiety in every city in 
Europe from Warsaw to Belfast. Fortu- 
nately, the British Government at last is 
beginning to recognise the danger, and, by 
long-overdue -reductions in expenditure, is 
building a staircase to safety. The other 
nations must follow Britain's example, 
feeble and tardy though it be; otherwise 
disaster cannot be prevented. Individuals, 
as well as Governments, must be satisfied 
with less’ of everything—less money, 
amusement, luxury, and even food—for 
at present Europe is living not only on 
her capital, but on the earnings of her 
children yet unborn. If she persists in 
her madness, the fabric of her culture wil] 
sink to decay.

INADEQUATE LAWS GOVERNING FOOD. 
Mr. J. A. Robinson, of Bristol, contributed a 
paper on the effect of case law on the purity 
of food supply. His contention was that in this 
matter the decisions of the High Court were 
contrary to the intentions of the legislators, 
and reduced the taking of samples to a farce. 
Mr. Kershaw, Hampstead, said that the law 
in relation to our food supply is one of the 
greatest scandals of modern times. Anybody 
can escape the pains and penalties of the Food 
Adulteration Act by having the acumen to 
employ a sharp lawyer, and by giving sufficient 
notice under the Act. A standard should be 
presented for all articles of food. 
Councillor Butts, Chairman of the Public 
Health Committee of Camberwell, London, 
dwelt on the necessity for watching closely 
tinned foods which were now coming into this 
country, much of which was totally unfit for 
human consumption. They should also pay 
attention to hawkers of food and to the fish 
from Billingsgate. There are, he added, a lot 
of unscrupulous traders who do not care a soli- 
tary curse what they sell so long as they can 
get rid of it. 
Mr. Hagath Brown, Ministry of Agriculture, 
alluding to milk supply, said that it is not at 
all dificult to get beyond the point where 
farmers will continue to produce milk. “Ata 
meeting Í attended,” he said, “a representative 
man gave a case of where a number of milk 
cows had been reduced by two thousand 
head by the action of a certain authority, who 
pushed the question of the quality of milk 
rather far and drastically.” It is quite possible 
that we may have to consider whether in the 
effort to get milk of very high quality we may 
end in getting a short supply. 

THE RAVAGES OF RATS. 
Mr. A. E. Hudson, Cheitenham, spoke of the 
destruction wrought by rats and mice. He 
said that there were forty million rats in Great 
Britain, and a single pair of rats might see 
eight hundred descendanis frisking around 
them in twelve monihs. It had been estimated 
that the total cost of food consumed by rats 
in Britain, and the waste involved, amounted 
to 140 million st: ag á a year. The rat was the 
worst mammalian pes which man endured, 
and its cost to the community was enormous.

THE MALABAR RISING, 


IMPROVED CONDITIONS. 
— 
LEINSTER REGIMENT'S 


GALLANTRY. 


A Madras telegram, dated Thursday, states: 
A Government communiqué issued to-day says 
that progress is being made with the repair of 
the railway. Otherwise there is no news of 
importance to report regarding Malabar or 
Wynard. The Diwan of Cochin, who has re- 
turned here from Tirurangadi, states that, the 
offices of thes officials there are safe though 
isolated. Forty-five dacoties have been re 
since August 22, and nearly all the liquor shops 
iz the district have been burnt. 

Reuter’s Correspondent in Calicut  tele- 
graphs :—Further particulars now received of 
the fighting on the 26th August, between a 
British column from Calicut and the Moplahs 
at Paikkatur, show that the Leinster Regiment 
and special police, to the number of 125 all 
ranks, ander the command of Capt. McEnroy, 
D.8.0..: M.C., were proceeding in motor cars 
and lorries from Calicut to Malapuram. When 
the column reached Pukkatur a large body of 
armed Moplahs concealed in the adjoining 
paddyfield’ and irenches suddenly opened fire. 
Phe British troops immediately replied, where- 
upor the rebels made a frantic charge, brandish- 
ing knives and swords. In spite of the heavy 
fire, they came on, and hand-to-hand _ fighting 
ensued, in the course of which Mr. C. B 
Lancaster, Assistant ern of Police, 
was mortally wounded. While the struggle was 
proceeding Moplah snipers kept up a sharp 
fusillade from trees, houses, and the paddyfields, 
and it appears that two privates of the 
Leinster Regiment were killed by a sniper con- 
cealed in a tree. The troops were gallantly 
led by Captain McEnroy, who himself accounted 
for some snipers. Afier five hours the rebels 
werc beaten off, and a number of carbines, 
swords, and knives were captured. 

MOPLAHS STILL DEFIANT. 

The Di#rict Magistrate at Malabar has issued 
a notice forbidding the harbouring of Moplahs 
from the Ernad, Walluvanad, and Pounam: dis- 
tricts, and prohibiting Moplahs from entering 
or leaving the martial area without a pass. 

It is understood here that the Moplahs 
assembled at Tirurangadi, the main centre of 
the disturbances, have refused to negotiate with 
the authorities on a basis of surrender with all 
their arms. Ali Musaliar, a notorious rebel 
leader. is believed to be sheltering in the 
famous mosque at Mampuram, near Tiru- 
rangadi. ú 


REBEL LEADER ARRESTED 

A later telegram says:—Ali Musaliar, the 
rebel leader, and thirty other Moplahs, have 
been arrested. It is understood that the men 
whe have committed less serious offences will 
be tried summarily. 

Information received here concerning the 
murder of Khan Bahadur Chekkuty, the retired 
Inspector of Police, at Arakkayam, who was 
a staunch supporter of the Government, states 
that the rebels stuck his head on a pole, which 
they carried through the bazaar. 

Later advices from Calicut stated that the 
ordinary train service was being resumed on 
the Calicut-Shoranur section, and that all traffic 
restrictions had been removed, except that for- 

ing Moplahs to travel between stations in 
the martial law area. 

PRESENCE OF MILITARY EFFECTIVE. 

Telegraphing from Simla on Thursday, 
Reuter’s Correspondent said :—Latest informa- 
_ received by the General Staff here is to 
the effect thai no fighting has occurred at 
Tirurangadi. A number of Monlahs have eur- 
rendered to the movable column there, and the 
military have taken charge of the town. 

Another column has left for Malapuram to 
deal with the trouble in the Ernad district.

CAUSES OF APPREHENSION, 

Telegraphing on Thursday, Th Times 
Bombay. Correspondent says:—The uneasiness 
caused by the Moplah rising possibly accounts 
for te frequent vague suggestions that the 
Moplah affair is a premaiure episode in what it 
is hinted, was designed to be a general out- 
break. For that belief no possible justification 
Is apparent, except what can be extracted from 
inflammatory speeches by the Ali brothers, who, 
after this airy taik of establishing a republic, 
are fairly considered as capabie of going to ary 
lengths. A possible contributory factor in the 
general character of the uneasiness is the 
presence throughout the country of large num- 
bers of demobilised soldiers, some of whom 
appear to be the backbone of the Moplsh 
rebellion. Coupled with that, it is the belief 
that Caliphate propaganda has “been active in 
the Army. 

Another factor contributing to the feeling of 
apprehension is the delay in obtaining a treaty 
with Afghanistan. Those who regard the 
Moplah affair as a premature revoli perhaps in- 
cline to the view that the rising was intended 
to synchronise with fresh Afghen trouble. The 
Afghan treaty delay is certainly unfortunate, 
but Simla seems to remain confident that a 
treaty can be obtained, though it will be at a

GREEK ATTACK.

OCCUPATION OF ANGORA 
IMMINENT. 
According to advices received in London, 
dealing with the attack delivered by the Greeks 


On Monday, Reuter’s Ageney learns from re- 

rts to the Greek General Staff at Athens, and 
rom urofficial reports, that it appeared clear 
that the Turks were falling back on practically 
the entire front, and were withdrawing in a 
north-easterly direction upon Angora. In well- 
informed circles it is considered probable that 
Angora will be occupied by the Grecks in the 
course of the next few days. 

It is further reported that the Turks have 
been dislodged from a number of hill positions 
some distance east of the River Sakaria. There 
are still a few Turkish detachments round 
Ismid, but all appears to be quiet there. 

A Smyrna telegram, dated Thursday, states :— 
It is reported that the Turkish defence is 
weakening. Heavy fighting continues. King 
Constantine is reported to be leaving Eskishehr 
for Broussa on account of the state of his health. 

An Italian subject, who has been found guilty 
by a Greek courtmartial of spying on behalf of 
the Turks, was to-day condemned to death. 


ANGORA AND MOSUL. 


A ‘Times telegram, dated Constantinople, 
August 26th, says:—British attempts to quell 
the Kurdish insurgents and their Turkish allies 
at Batas a Rowandoz by the use of aircraft 
have been exploited by the Angora Press, which 
describes them as “attacks on our troops on 
the Mesopotamiam front.” If, as seems quite 
possible, lack of water and transport, as well 
as the Kemalist resistence, forces the Greeks to 
abandon their attempts to take Angora, and 
even if they take Angora, but-fail to cut off 
the bulk of the Nationalist Army. it is very 
possible that the Nationalists will risk a winter 
campaign in Northern Mesopotamia. The 
climatic obstacled to such an adventure would 
be far less than those which Kiazim Karabekir 
had to encounter when he attacked Armenia 
last year, and the Sheikh Senussi and many 
other agitators have been long actively in- 
triguing near the Northern front of Mesopo- 
tamia, which the Angora Govérnmeént has never 
recognised.

CABINET MEETING CALLED. 


MR. DE VALERA’S LETTER. 


AWAITING THE TEXT. 


It was officially announced from 10 Downing 
street yesterday afternoon that the reply of Dail 
Eireann was delivered to the Prime. Minister 
at Gairloch at 6.30 p.m. on Thursday by Mr. 
Richard Barton and Mr. Joseph Magrath. 

The Press Association is informed that the 
Prime Minister has sent the Irish reply to Lon- 
don for-circulation among Ministers, and that, 
having regard to the issues involved, Mr. Lloyd 
George is convening a Cabinet meeting for 
Wednesday next, at 11 a.m., at Inverness Town 
Hall. 

The King will be at Moy Hall, in the neigh- 
bourhood, and the Prime Minister will visit 
him there. 

In Dublin it is stated that the terms of tlie 
document will not be disclosed until to-morrow 
night, when simultaneous publication will be 
made in Dublin and London. 

It is regarded as certain that the effect of 
the reply will be a resumption of personal con- 
versations with the Prime Minister, and that 
delegates from the Sinn Fein Cabinet, with 
full powers to reach a settlement, will probably 
go to London at an early date. 

The announcement that Mr. Lloyd George has. 
summoned a Cabinet meeting for next week was 
regarded in Dublin yesterday as an indication 
that matters have now reached a climax, and 
that definite decisions will shortly be made. 

The opinion is growing in well-informed circles 
that the prospects of peace have been improved 
by Mr. de Valera’s reply. 

No indication has been received at Downing 
street of the nature of the Irish reply. On 
inquiry there last night it was learned that 
the text of the reply might not be available for 
some days. 

THE CABINET MEETING. 

The Central News Political Correspondent 
writes :—Summonses were issued last night from 
Downing street for the Cabinet meeting at 
Inverness on Wednesday next. It is expected 
that Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Alfred Mond, and 
Mr. Shortt will be among the Ministers who will 
travel to Scotland specially for the occasion. 
The following ene, tow of the Cabinet are 
already in Scotland :—Mr. Churchill, Sir Gordon 
Hewart, Sir Robert Horne, Sir Hamar Green- 
wood, Sir Erie Geddes, Sir L. Worthington- 
Evans, and Mr. Munro. Sir Hamar Greenwood 
probably reached Gairloch last night for a pre- 
liminary conference with the Prime Minister. 

INTEREST IN INVERNESS. 

The Press Association’s Inverness Corre- 
spondent says that the intention to hold a 
meeting of the Cabinet in that city to consider 
the last communication from Dail Ejreann has 
excited great interest. The Town Hall, which is 
to be the scene of the meeting, is well adapted 
to the purpose. The frontage is ornate, and 
there is a wide pavement, with a town cross 
and a fountain between the hall and High 
street. The Town Council Chamber, in which 
the Cabinet will probably be held, is in the 
building, and the various rooms contain valuable 
pictures. 

The two couriers from Dail Eireann, having 
delivered their despatch to Mr. Lloyd George at 
Flowerdale on Thursday night, remained at 
Gairloch overnight. One of the two, Mr. 
Magrath, motored back to Inverness yesterday 
Mr. Barton remained at Gairloch at the request 
of the Prime Minister, and is there still. Mr. 
Magrath took the afternoon train at Inverness 
for the South. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, was also in Inverness yesterday, and 
left for Flowerdale by motor, in answer, it is 
stated, to a surnmons from the Prime Minister. 

The purport of the communication conveyed 
to Mr. Lloyd George by the Irish couriers is not 
known in Inverness, but those who came in 
contact with the couriers stated that they 
seemed well pleased with their visit to the High- 
lands, and to be cheerful as to the way in which 
matters were shaping themselves.

CAPTAIN HARRISON’S VIEWS. 


Last night Captain Henry Harrison, Secretary 
of the Irish Dominion League, issued a state- 
ment, in the course of which he says :—The 
prorat are not unpromising, and those who 
ave worked in the belief that Dominion status, 
the application of the Dominion analogy, would 
prove the only solution—both as between Ireland 
and the Empire and as between Ulster and Ire- 
land—are finding their justification. There is, 
of course, much confusion of mind amongst 
those who have not studied the subject as to 
what Dominion status is—and the loose fencing 
which has preceded the more crucial phases o 
the negotiation, has tended rather to increase 
it. On the one side there is no use offering the 
name of Dominion status if the thing itself 
is not offered, and with such binding and express 
provisions as will remove all ambiguity as to its 
true nature. 

On the other hand, there is no use refusing 
to use the name of Dominion status and to 
avail of the valuable precedents and’ moral sup- 
port which its adoption would afford,if there 
is a willingness to somes anyone short of 
sovereign independence. For short of sovereign 
independence, there can be no greater status 
carrying a more complete independence or a 
reater national freedom in its widest sense than 
“écc status. 

The real obstacle, Captain Harrison, continues, 
to an immediate and permanent peace is the 
uncompromising North-East Ulster. Whether 
in the backward state 'of its political education 
and the inflamed state of its passions, it is ripe 
for any form of accommodation is doubtful. 
There are not a few, however, who would “be 
willing to leave it aside, with a breathing space 
in which to learn and to cool. But there is an 
important point which has so far escaped public 
notice. Mr. Lloyd George’s, formal offer was 
Dominion status for Ireland as a whole, or, fail- 
ing agreement, as two parts, and nothing was 
said as to the contingency of either part refus- 
ing. But Sir James Craig’s letter to the Prime 
Minister published on August 15, actually re- 
fuses to meet Mr. de Valera in any conference 
until the latter recognises that “ Northern Ire- 


land” repudiates Dominion status explicitly. 
His words are:—‘‘ Until he recognises that 
Northern Ireland will not submit to any 


authority other than His Majesty the King and 
the Parliament of the United Kingdom, and 
admits the sanctity of the existing powers and 
privileges of the Parliament and Gowernment of 
Northern Ireland.” 

Now, as the Parliament of Northern Ireland 
is a purely devolutionary and subordinate Parlia- 
ment, and a Dominion Parliament is an inede- 
pendent and co-ordinate Parliament, Sir James 
Craig’s refusal of Dominion status for North- 
East Ulster, and his demand to remain as now, 
subject to Westminster, is uncom promisingly 
clear. Does, then, Mr. loyd George's offer 
stand good for the rest of Ireland? This 
obviously should be authoritatively answered. 
The answer would assist in the moulding of

BOMB THROWN AT A HOUSE. 


A WOMAN WOUNDED. 


Our Belfast Correspondent, telegraphing early 
this morning, eays:—Boundary street, which 
runs between the Falls and Shankhill roads, was 
the scene of a bomb outrage last night.

HARBOUR BOARD MEN -ON 
STRIKE, 


One hundred and forty workmen in the em- 
ployment of the Cork Harbour Board went on 
strike yesterday in consequence of the refusal of 
their demand for an increase of wages. They 
asked that their present weekly wage of £5 
2s. 6d. should be increased to £3 10s. Negotia- 
tions were conducted by the Transport Workers’ 
Union, of which they are members. Efforts to 
bring about arbitration failed. The men 
marched in body, four deep, from their yard to 
the Harbour Board offices, where they were paid 
off. They were led by a man bearing a large 
red flag; whilst another flag of the same colour 
was hoisted from the roof of the Harbour Board 
offices. When all of them had been paid they 
re-formed the procession, and, headed by the 
red flag-bearer, marched through the streets of 
the city. 

VESSELS HELD UP IN THE PORT.

On July 24th the base camp started to move 
from Tingri. The people there were quite sorry 
to say good-bye, and many of them came to see 
us off. Our two.dinterpreters, Gyaltzen Kasi 
and Chheten Wangdi, have proved quite invalu. 
able in establishing friendly relations with the 
i Tibetans wherever we have gone. 

Our first march from Tingri was southwards— 
down to the Monastery-of Chhoebuk, in the. 


R 
to bu, the vaka and bullocks following the 
river road, From Rebu to Chongpu was a long 
march of twenty-one miles over the Doyala. On 
starting we had quite an exciting time, owing 
to the bridge over the stream collapsing just 
as an old y and a bullock were crossing. 
Both disappeared for a moment under water, 
but they were rescued without much difficulty. 
_ The path at first led through a narrow gorge of 
limesione and sandstone, then up over the gentle 
slopes to the top of the pass, 17,000 feet. It 
was full of interesting flowers; the dwarf blue 
poppy (Meconopsis) abounded, also several 
vaneties of gentians, while white, ycllow, and 
pink saxifrages were everywhere. 
A NEW CLIMATE. 
Once over the Doyala we entered a region of 


new vegetation and new climate. Here we 
began to feel the direct influence of the 
monsoon. The hilisides everywhere were 


= To us the vegetation appeared quite 
uxufiant, coming, as we were, from the dry 
climate of the ‘Tibetan plains. ome miles 
down the valley, at Chongpu, we found tents 
pitched, and fuel and milk, all ready awaiting 
our arrival. The surrounding ground was 
carpeted with gentians—a great change for us. 
We rode between willow bushes, wild roses, and 
uniper, the last usually covered with clematis. 
he path led beside a clear, sparkling stream, 
past many deep pools, in which we could see 
snow trout lurting, until we came to the main 
Arun Valley or Valley of Phongehu, as it is 
still known here. 

We passed some of the finest lar trees I 
have seen; one a little way up the valley had 
a great trunk 43 feet in circumference, and 
must have been of very great age. I also 
measured a juniper tree, whose trunk at five 
feet from the ground was 25 feet in circum- 
ference. Guving a couple of miles down the 
Arun Valley we selecte] a site for our new base 
camp, at about 12,000 feet. A mile helow our 
camp the Arun River begins its descent through 
fearsome gorgés. There is no path or route 
further down the valley, as great cliffs descend 
sheer, several thousand feet into the river. It 
was curious to watch the monsoon. clouds 
coming up the gorge, and melting away—fading 
just before they reached vs. y 

I made a trip one day to the south over the 
Samjula, and came into a wonderful high level 
valley, about 15,000 feet, in which were fourteen 
lakes, all of different colours, varying in shades 
from black-green to the lightest turquoise blue. 


IRISH MARKET GARDENING. 
COMPLAINTS FROM PRODUCERS. 


. PUet a scan 
VIEWS OF SALESMEN AND 
RETAILERS. 


Does market gardening pay? The question is 
ae by complaints which have been put 
orward by producers, who resent the allega- 
tion that they are making fortunes out of t 
sale of fruit, flowers, vegetables, and other com- 
modities. There are many growers of such pro- 
duce in the City and County of Dublin, and 
whether there is cause for complaint or not, a 
visit to the Dublin City Markets yesterday de 
monstrated beyond question that the competi- 
tion amongst producers is of the keenest de- 
scription. There was a plentiful supply of 
every table commodity, and there was nothing 
seemingly on the surface to indicate that any 
dissatisfaction prevailed. The competition 
amongst purchasers was keen, and everyone con- 
cerned was apparently satisfied. The season has 
been a remarkably fine one, and so far as applce 
are concerned there has not been such a lone 
supply for some years. 

THE PRODUCER. 

A well-known fruit and flower grower defends 
the position of the producer in a rather striking 
manner. “ Most people are of opinion,” he 
says, “at the growers of fruit, flowers, and 
vegetables must making fortunes, as they 
say, or nearly so. They judge by the prices 
they pay for these different commodities. I 
think it is only fair that they should kriow the 
truth. Let us take the grower who delivers his 
roduce, whatever it may be, with hie own 

tor or van, driven by himself or his men. 
Supposing that the load realises at the aue- 
tioneer’s hammer the sum of £10, there is de- 
ducted from this sum 2s. in the £, which is 
10 per cent.

But where does the 
unfortunate man. come in that has to send his 
produce by rail 200 miles, pay railway freight, 
and the charge for receiving and delivering, then 
cartage from the etation to the saleman’s stand 
lus 10 per cent. commission? Supposing that 
is value was again £10, there is a pretty big 
hole in it by the time that it arrives with our 
friend 200 miles from the markei.”’ 

THE RETAILER. 

“ Now.” said our informant, “ let us look at 
the retailers—the persons who sell to the public 
across the counter. They walk into our market, 
bid for and buy what they require—anything 
from £1 to £100, according to requirements at 
the time. Then they send it to their respective 
' shops, and what happens? They do not pay 
ene farthing commission or any other charge. 
The producer pays all.. Take a case in point. 
The producer or grower to-day is getting from 
6d. to 8d. per Ib. for beautiful tomatoes. Walk 
along any thoroughfare and look into the 
fruiterers’ windows, and you will see this very 
same produce being sold at from 1s. 2d. _to 
ls. 4d.. and in some cases Js. 64. per Tb. You 
are lucky if you do not pay more Í am 
told by those who know that prices are always 
laid at about double the price paid. but they 
(the retailers) pay no commission and no other 
charges. ls this fair to the grower, who has to 
work very hard to bring his produce to a state 
of as near perfection as he is able in order to 
get the best market price? You have only to 
attend any other sort of auction marxet— 
whether hay, horses, furniture, etc.—and if you 
purchese you must always calculate to pay com- 
mission. To the market gardener it is only fair 
also that at least the retailer should pay equa! 
share of the commission, and net saddle the 
crower with all.” 
hi A SALESMAN’S VIEW. 

In conversation with an /rish Times represen- 
tative yesterday, a leading salesman engaged 
in the fruit and vegetable line said that the 
practice adopted in the Dublin City Markets as 


regards selling and purchasing obfains in 
London, Glasgow, Liverpcol, Manchester, and 
other leading centres. The salesmaster or 
broker only receives 10 per cent. on the 
quantity sold, and for most of the Irish 
“stuff” emnties are provided, which, it was 


stated, was a big consideration. The salesmen 
were in a very different position to the pro- 
ducers. No doubt, the latter had to bear the 
expense of bringing their produce to the market, 
but an important fact in their favour was that 
their accounts were paid weekly, whereas the 
brokers dealt on credit, and had perhaps to 


wait for months before their _accounte were 
“eguared,” and they ran the risk of bad and 
“We cannot,” he sail, “ con- 


doubtful debts. ) 
trol the retailer. We put up a man’s com- 


modities for auction to the public, and the 
highest bidder secures. the sot. It is all a 
question of supply and demand.” It was men- 
tioned that growers would have to realise the 
fact that they could not expect to continue 
receiving the high prices that prevailed during 
the war. Prices were coming down to a 
normal level, and growers in Ire land are in the 
same position as those in England and Scot- 
land. So far as the salesmasters are eon- 
cerned there could be no question of 
“ profiteering.” They were there to act as a 
medium between the producer and the retailer, 
and only received ther tem per cent. commis- 
sion on the sales effected. 
THE QUESTION OF COMMISSION. 

Inquiries amongst retailers of fruit and vece- 
tables in the city elicited the information that 
it would be contrary to all practice to pay any 
proportion of the commission and other charges 
which are levied on the producer. The pur- 
chasers had their own charges to meet once 
that a transaction was completed. There was, 
for instance, the cost of carting the fruit or 
vegetables from the market to the shon, and 
again the retailers had to run the risk of de- 
fective fruit in the consignments purchased by 
them. This was a thing that very often hap- 
pened, aud the loss in such a case was very 
considerable. ; 

It was stated by ove leading fruiterer that 
the price in the market vesterdav for good 
Irish-grown tomatoes was 9d. per Ib., and yet 
after making all allowance for the expense of 
carting, handling, etc., he was retailing them 
at 1s. per Ib. Much denended on the state 
of the market so far as the retailers are con- 
cerned. A consignment of fruit might be put 
up for auction, and one or other of the 
merchants would bid, say, 9d. a tb. for it, In 
crder to secure the lot another merchant thight 
bid a halfpenny per Ib. more, and eo the pri 
to the public in that way wae increased. “We 
deny,”’ said the alluded to, : “that 
there is any ‘profiteering’ on the part of 
fruiterers.

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POLAND AND PASSPORTS. 
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HOW THE POOR LIYE. 


A COURTEOUS COUNTESS. 

(BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

This article is not goirg to be about Germany 
at all. I¢ is going to be about Poland. Poland 
is a sore point with me—for many reasons. My 
companion was to blame for it all. One even- 
ing, as we were sitting in a café in the Friedrich- 
stresse talking about Ireland, and the remark- 
able ignorance of the Germars about that un- 
happy country, he had a brain storm. “ What 
about Poland?” he asked me suddenly. “ What 
about it?’ I lied, and the matter was settled. 
decided that we had seen enough of Berlin, 


and, , of Germeny, for the time being, 
and t ht that it would be an excellent idea 
to go to Poland and have a look at the Pianist’s 


Republic at first hand. I should have kngwn 
better, but in a weak moment I yielded to his 
passion for looking for trouble, and consented 
to make the experiment. We decided to go to 
Posen, or Posnan, as the Poles call it, as my 
friend had lived there in the ok] days, and his 
knowledge of local conditions would enable us 
to form a good idea of the comparative values 4 
of the new and old régimes. 

To get to Poland from Germany the first 
thing that one must do is to get the rím of 
the Polish Legation. And here I must make a 
slight di ion. The preliminary negotiations 
for my trip to Poland revealed to me one of the 
mysteries of Modern Europe. I discovered how 
the new States of Central Europe manage to 
stave off utter bankruptcy. It is really quite 
simple. They do it by means of the revenue de- 
rived from inqtisitive foreigners, like myself, 
who, for some reason that 1 never shall fathom, 


insist on paying them visits. ie passport 
busineas has assumed the portions of” quite a 
respectable industry in rlin. le city is 


crawling with Embassies, Legations, Consulates, 
and Missions, and their sole object in life seems 


‘to be the «gle of their wretched 
visas. The ch arges for these absurd 
blotehes on your passport are ridiculous, 


or at least they seem to be, until you discover 
that they are TE arg on & strictly mathe- 
matical is. A State charges for its visum in 
inverse ratio to its importance in the world. 
Thus, while the British charge quite a reason- 
able sum, the Poles charge 126 marks each way. 
It costs you 120 marks to into Poland, and 
t out.. The consensus of cn- 


eomething like 3, marks, or, at parity of ex- 
change, a trifle of £150. No wonder that the 
Poles are able to “carry on.” Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Hungary, and the rest charge similar 
sume for théir precious sea, and, ae they all 
lie on important routes, they make any amount 
of money by this kind of traffic. 
A VIGIL FOR VISAS. 

To get a visum you go to the Legation at 
about mid-day. There you find a couple of 
hundred excited individuals, of whom «a large 
proportion inevitably are Jews, struggling to 
deprive one another of their places in a bulgin 
line, and all arguing volubly with a polyglo 
official at the same time. Invariably your ten- 
tative inquiry as to the possibility of being at- 
tended to is met with the same answer, “Come 
back to-morrow at ten o'clock.” When you 
have done this for three or four days on end, 
you begin to get sick of it, and then you meet 
an obhging German who tells you that ‘the 
“Come back to-morrow morning’ business is 
all moonshine. What the man wants is a tip. 
And so it is, A fifty mark Schein smooths your 
path immediately, and, perhaps, on the fourth 
or fifth day you find yourself within the sacred 


ta of the Legation. — 
Your triumph is short-lived. As soon 
as you get imeide the door your 
troubles begin all over again. There is 


another apology for a queue; there is another 
crowd of argumentative Hebrews; and there is 
another perspiring official, who, after you have 
been waiting for the better part of an 
hour, tells you that you have no chance of get- 
ting your passport done to-day, and that you had 
better come back again to-morrow morning. But 
this time you are a wiser man, and treat the 
ioke for what it is worth. It costs you another 
twenty marks or so, but never mind At last 
you are pushed into the room whore the risas 
are being sold. You are given a sheaf of 
forms, and must answer a ‘multitude of fatuous 
questions, such, for instance, as “ Where was 
your maternal grandmother born, and when? 
“How old is your father?” “ What is the 
colour of your wife’s hair (if any)?” and others 
equally foolish You can answer those questions 
in any way you like. It does not matter a 
scrap, because nobody ever looks at the forms; 
what they are after is your money. A youth 
with greasy hair, and beautifully polished finger- 
nails, asks you why you want to go to Poland. 
You assure him that the trip has always been 
the ambition of your chequered life, and ten 
minutes afterw you are the richer by a 
rubber stamp on the wrong piace on your pass- 
rt, and the poorer b German marks. 
The 120 for the journey back to Germany must 
be paid when you get to Poland. But you have 
your risum, and that is the great thing. 
Having reached thie ctage, my companion and 
I adjourned to the nearest café for refreshment ; 
and we needed it badly. I know of no ater 
stimulant of thirst than a visit to a Polish place 
of business. Then we bought our tickets, and 
learned that we could only book as far as the 
frontier. The booking people were taking ne 
risks. This did not look particularly hopeful, 
and, as we had been told some hair-raising 
stories of the Poles by Germans whom we had 
met in the queue, we Fae to wonder whether 
we had been wise. av gone so far, how- 
ever, my friend was ha if- he was going to 
turn back, and, besides, 120 marks were 12) 
marks. . That decided it, and five o'clock in the 
evening found us at the Friedrichstrasse Railway 
Station, waiting patiently for the arrival of the 
“ Continental Express,” which runs—when it is 
not too tired —from Paris to Warsaw. 
Here we had our fiet non-official 
interview with a real live Pole. He 
was about six feet three in height, 
and was wearing a fawn-coloured drill suit that 
evidently had been given to him on his 
thirteenth birthday. He had very long sleek 
hair (the barber's seems to be a lost art in 
Poland), and, like everybody else in Berlin. 
he wes perspiring profuecly. He approached 
us with effusion, and asked us in German if 
we were going to Poland: We admitted it, 
whereupon he unfolded to us his plan. We 
were foreigners, were we pot?. Right again. 
Well, it was this way. He had an important 
letter which he -wanted to be posted in Poland. 
To post it in Germany; for some obscure 
reason would not do at all. We scented dirty 
work at once; and cried off. Then he became 
quite nasty. For Englishmen Poland had no 
use—except when her nationals wanted letters 
to be smuggled. We should stay in Germany, 
and leave Poland alone. “ Not likely,” inter- 
jected my friend, who has Scottish blood in 
his. veins, “we have just given your Legation 
240 marks for the privilege of a visit.” The 
Pole seeméd to be anxious to pursue the con- 


versation, and was just beginning to reach 
the spluttering stage, when the “ Continental 
Express” sauntered in to the station and 


brought the interview to an end. 
A POLISH LADY. 
The route to Posen lay through Koep

Frankfurt on the Oder. The distance from 
Berlin to the frontier station, Bentschen, is 
about the same as that from Dublin to Sligo, 


and the *‘ Continental Express” took just under 
seven hours to complete the journey. As we 
were fecling particularly rich with our Polish 
money, we truvelled second class, and, conse- 
quently, had as our travelling companions scme 


of the haute rolée of Polish. society. In the 
next compartment to Ours was 4 very Nice 
looking lady, who was travelling alone, and 
had come all the way from Paris. I was 


standing in the corridor, smoking a “igarctle, 
when this lady came un to me and addressed 
me in Polish, which is a language of wiiich 
I have few words. I apologised for my ignor- 
ance in French, as | had been warned not to 
speak German if I could help it. and she asked 
me, in the same language, if I could te her 
the name ‘of the frontier station. “ Bentschen,” 
I answered in all innocence, but I had been 
guilty of an unpardonable sin. “ Wonsicur,” 
she replied haughtily, ‘surely you must 
know that thaí is a Germayg name. The 
station is called Bezcezyznkoveki (or consonants 
to a like effect). 

Thén she began amell a’ rat. 
Where did 1 come from”? W hither 
was I bound, and why did | want to go 
to Poland? These, and other, questions | 
answered as truthfully as possible in the circum- 
stances, and when I had told her that I was a 
journalist, she let herself go properly. A 
countess in a bad temper is a rare sight, and ] 
am eure that «he was a Countess, because she 
was not a Jewess, and all the Polish women |! 
have ever met have belonged to one or other 
category. She told me what she thought of me,

It was one of those 
letters that you know instinctively are going 
to cost you money before you open them. — 
should explain, however, that it was not what 
is technically known as a “ solicitor’s letter.”

1 may add that, if one omitted™to 
pay up after hearing from him—this was can- 
sidered rather shabby, but it was occasionally 
done—the proceedings were never taken. The 
vendors of Josephan raiment simply distributed 
each item of the bad account among the 
current accounts of a more recent date, 
kept it there until some one, or, perhaps, several 
careless aristocrats paid it.

TR ERNEST SWIFTE’S 
RETIREMENT. 


THIRTY-ONE YEARS A 


MAGISTRATE, 


PROFESSIONAL TRIBUTES. 

Sir E. G. Swifte, K.C., received expressions 
of regret and good-will on his retirement from 
the position of Chief Police Magistrate of 
Dublin from members of the Bar and the 
solicitors’ profession, as well as from his fellow- 
magistrates and officials in the Southern Police 
Court yesterday.

CATTLE EXPORT TEADE. 


— 


NEW SERVICE FROM DUBLIN. 


The Port of Dublin is to have a new service 
of shipping, which has been promoted primaril 
in the iriterésts of the cattle export trade, an 
has been organised by representatives of the 
trade in Dublin. 

Mr. Michael Cuddy, of Seville place, a well- 
known exporter of live stock, stated, in the 
course of an interview, ‘that ‘the new service 
will begin on Thursday next, in connection “with 
the Dublin cattle market. The company have 
acquired the ss. Brussels, the vessel commanded 
by Captain Fryaitt, who was shot by the 
Germans during the war. It has been recon- 
ditioned by the Goole Shipping Company, and 
is being brought from Leith to Dublin on Tues- 
day next. n Thursday it will sail with its 
first cargo of live stock from the North Wall. 
It will run between Dublin and Preston. 
Formerly direct shipping existed between these 
two ports, but there Es, been no sailings since 
the ny part of the war. The Brussels was 
previously a passenger-carrying steamer, which 
ran between the South of England and the Con- 
tinent. Ht has now been converted into .a 
first-class cattle boat. Accommodation is pro- 
vided for about 500 head of cattle, 800 sheep, 
and a large number of pigs. 

The Dublin Port and Docks Board have co- 
operated with the promoters by giving ground 
in the Custom House Docks, adjoining the 
North Wall‘quay, on which commodious cattle 
pens are being built. They will be availmble 
next week for the reception of live stock. For 
the present, the service is to be devoted to the 
cattle trade, but it is not —— that other 
‘traffic may be developed later. 

The aim of the promoters is to secure an in- 
dependent service of shipping which will be 
directly under the control of the cattle export 
trade. Associated with the undertaking are 
many well-known men in Dublin connected 
with thediive stock business. One effect of the 
scheme will be to divert a certain number of 
animals from the usual shipments carried to 
Birkenhead direct from Dublin. 


HAGUE POULTRY CONGRESS. 


IRELAND TO BE REPRESENTED. 

In a foreword by Mr. T. P. Gill to an illus- 
trated brochure prepared sé the Department, of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for pre- 
sentation to the first World's Poultry Congress, 


remarked that it has taken some time for 
peoyle to realise the importance of the poultry 
industry as a factor in the Irish agricultural 
system. It is doubtful whether, even now, the 
piace occupied by the humble hen in the 
scheme of national economics is fully appre- 
ciated. Few, for example, are aware that the 
national income is suprlemented to the extent 
of about £20,000,000 per annum by the receipts 
from surplus poultry and. poultry products; 
that eggs to the number of nine million great 
hundreds are annually exported from Ireland, 
and that the export poultry industry during the 
past twenty years has grown so much that it 
now ranks second in value on the list of’ ex- 
ported producis, being surpassed only by the 
cattle trade. If the object of publishing the 
brochure was to focus attention on these facts 
alone its appearance is timely. But the brochure 
has for its principal object the spreading of in- 
formation as to Ireland’s poultry industry and 
Irish poultry products, and ae to the methods 
to which the remarkable success so far achieved 
is to be attributed. Repeated inquiries as to 
the methods of agricultural organisation and 
agricultural education followed in Ireland are 
each year received by the Department—within 
the past few months delegates and inquiries 
from countries so far apart as India and Rou- 
mania have been received. Attention has been 
devoted to all phases of’ the industry—collec- 
tion, grading, testing, packing, transport, mar- 
keting, co-operation, ‘etc—but the greater por- 
tion of the space is, naturally, given to a de- 
scription of the educational methods and the 
schemes for improvement of stock. As the 
booklet is published both in French and English 
its value will be greatly enhanced. It is admir- 
ably produced, and is submitted under a cover 
whose design in colour is iteelf an attraction 
and a valuable advertisement, and a credit to 
[rish printing efficiency, no less than a help to 
the industry, whcee various ramifications it 
illustrates. Its wide distribution at The Hague 
cannot but have beneficial results for all con- 
cerned with the poultry industry in Ireland. 


DUBLIN LABOUR DISPUTES

AWARD IN DRAPERY TRADE. 

The award of Alderman W. T. Cosgrave on 
the question of Union Labour in Dublin Shops. 
referred to him for arbitration by the Mer- 
chant Drapers’ Association and the Irish 
Drapers’ Assistants’ Association, has now been 
issued. The award states that the dispute was 
narrowed down by the fact that it was agreed 
that the bulk of the staffs should be union 
members to the schedule of exemptions claimed 
by the Merchant Drapers’ Association. In his 
award Alderman Cosgrave states that, with 
certain exceptions, all persons now employed or 
to be employed in future by the ee ge con- 
cerned shall be union members he exemp- 
tions granted to the firms are set out in a sche- 
dule, which sets after the name of each firm 
indicated the number of persons and their 
grade who may claim exemption. In many cases 
there is only one person exempted, in others 
two or three, and in one case—Messrs. Pim 
Bros.—there are six exemptions. In the case 
of buyers, commercial travellers, and superin- 


tendents, a special brapch or section of the 
Drapers’ Assistants’ Associatjon being formed 
membership of it for buyers, travellers, aud 


superintendents is mandatory. The award pro- 
vides that the Assistants’ Association shall not 
withhold a card of membership of their Asso- 
ciation from any applicant except in the case 
af “‘persons who are, according to general 
trade union principles, deemed unfit for mem- 
bershi
